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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 states "a single-walled lower wall construction comprising adjacent column 
members which extend between the upper band portion and the floor portion." Claim 1 includes 
a handle opening with a lower handle member and the statement "with at least one column 
member from the lower handle member to the floor portion." In Hammett ('065), the handle 
opening is only defined by an upper portion of the handle opening (the upper band has only a 
small height when compared to the overall height of the upper band in areas remote from 
handle). The wall panels 72 in Hammett are portions of the lower section and do not fairly teach 
a portion of the upper band when read in light of Hammett' s specification. The separation and 
distinction of the upper band from the lower section of the wall is clearly evident from Fig. 10 
where it is shown that a substantial distance separates the band portion at handle 70 from the 
wall panels 72 and that no tapered surface 92, 94, 96 connects the handle 70 with wall panel 72.
